Claims 6-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102 (b) as being anticipated by Sawruk 
(U.S. Patent 5,478,579) for the reasons set forth on page 3 of the office action of March 
19,2003. 

Applicant's arguments and remarks have been carefully considered, but are not 
deemed to be persuasive. Applicant alleges criticality to the label used on the package 
of the drug product, and the different use of such GompQunds.
